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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 , 3-1 7, 21-27, 29-52 and 56-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Each of independent claims 1 , 17, 27 and 40 recites "Emulgator-free". The 
examiner is unable to ascertain the meaning of the word, "emulgator". 

Each of these claims also recites "obtainable by". This phraseology is seen as 
rendering the claims indefinite. 

Claim 14 is not understood. 

Claim 34, by its recitation of "preferably selected from the group" is seen as 
improper Markush terminology. 

Regarding claims 10, 39, 50 and 66, the phrase "such as" renders the claims 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 4, 6-8, 9-12, 14-17, 21-27, 30-32, 34, 36-41, 43-44, 46, 48-51 and 57- 
59, 61 and 63-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Konig et 
al. 
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Konig et al disclose aqueous post-curable dispersions comprising urethane 
containing blocked NCO prepolymers with MW's of 2000-10,000 and suitably 
comprising anionic or cationic groups or groups capable of forming these ions. Suitable 
NCO groups are taught as diisocyanates meeting the instant limitations. Polyester 
backbones comprising trimethylpropanol are disclosed at column 5, line 50.
